AND HARMLESS BY SYSTEM. 
The installation of the city sewer 
age system is a matter of importance 
and an indication of progress in pub- 
lic affairs looking toward the improve 
ment of local conditions 
as regards 
health 
and cleanliness 
within 
Day-tona- 's 
confines, but. as Geo. 
A. Main, 
superintendent of the city plant, 
re- 
cently 
said 
in conversation 
with 
a 
News representative, there is still an- 
other feature in connection 
with the 
establishment of the system that is of 
the 
greatest 
importance, 
not 
alone 
to the people of Daytona but to the 
residents' of all the nearby towns and 
villages 
along the beautiful 
Halifax 
river the waters of which have been 
for years polluted 
by the constantly 
increasing sewage from this city. 
The pouring of the sewage into the 
river has been a growing menace to 
health in its pollution 
of the water 
and contamination of 
the 
oysters, 
crabs and fish. 
Oysters, 
especially, 
are a source of danger under such con- 
ditions as they are credited with be- 
ing great carriers of typhoid and oth- 
er deadly germs. 
Even if it were not 
for this real danger the idea of 
us- 
ing for food, fish or shellfish fattened 
upon sewage is repulsive to the 
ma- 
jority of thinking people. 
The new sewerage system, however, 
remedies this evil and the waters of 
the Halifax 
will in due time regain 
their former purity for although 
the 
sewage 
finally 
enters 
the river 
at 
Bethune ponit the treatment which it 
has undergone 
leaves nothing but a 
clear liquid, as harmless as spring wa- 
ter. 
This result is obtained 
principal- 
ly by the use of liquid chlorine which 
purines the 
sewage 
and 
effectually 
destroys all deleterious germs.

They discipline the 
individual,

culcate principles of honor and loyalty. 
Especially 
do they build up an ideal. 
"More than any other sport it 
re- 
tains the vital elements of physical 
combat and necessitates an exhibition 
of all its essential factors 
strength, 
speed, skill and cunning. 
In addition 
to this primitive lust 
for battle, it 
satisfies the higher and distinctly civ- 
ilized interest 
in organization, 
and the skilled 
inter-relatio- 
n 
of individual effort directed to a 
com- 
mon purpose. 
It typifies the highest 
human achievement 
in 
its 
unusual 
emphasis on discipline 
and obedience, 
on the subordination of the individual 
to authority and law. 
Finally, 
in its 
purpose and in its spirit it represents

highest craving of the
